Jagadis Chandra Bose (1858-1937) was 
the first Indian scientist in modern times to 
have won international recognition. Gifted with 
a mind that was at once inquisitive and 
discerning, Bose wondered about the how and.

All along. he kept himself abreast of 
scientific and technological developments in the 
west. With Marconi—who at about the same 
time worked independently halfway acrets the 
globe—he laid the foundations of radio broad- | 
casting. | 
his innate interest in living beings veered him _ 
towards the science of biophysics. He invented M 
extremely sensitive Instruments that could | 
detect and measure the responses of living _ 
‘organisms to external stimuli 

However a verdict on the validity of much 
of his pioneering work in Biophysics will have | 
to walt, For,as the 1945 edition of *Enclo= 
paedia Britannica’ wrote : “His work was so 
much in advance of his time that. its precise 
evaluation was not possible.”
